BROAD INJUNCTION GRANTED 


Action of the Court with Respect to 
the Expirations of an Elgin 
Agency 


Much interest was taken in the in- 
junction granted by Judge Cliffe of Chi- 
cago, following the purchase of the 
Charles Rippberger Company of Elgin, 
Ill., by George Henderson and Edward 
C. Althen. They paid $4,100 for the 
agency which with the other Rippberger 
interests had gone into the hands of a 
receiver. The injunction is very drastic 
as will be seen by the reading.

“It is ordered that the bankrupts

United States Chamber of Com- 
merce Shows Burden Falls 
on Policyholders 


STATES ARE OFFENDERS 


Pick Out Companies as Special Vic- 
tims From Which to Secure More 
General Revenue 


The United States Chamber of Com- 
merce has been making an investigation 
of the taxes that are imposed on insur- 
ance in the way of special taxes, which 
eventually fall on policyholders. In re- 
the 1924 figures the Chamber 
finds that premiums paid were 6.5 per- 
cent larger than the preceding year. 
The special taxes, licenses and fees col- 
lected by the states 
period were 13 percent greater than in 
1923. These do not include the taxes 
| paid by insurance companies in com- 
mon with other forms of business.

Federal Government Lowers Taxes 


The United States Chamber states 
that the extreme pressure for revenue 
; to meet war demands has considerably 
|increased. As a consequence the fed- 
| eral government has revised and is con- 
tinuing to revise its tax laws. The 
special impost levied on policyholders 
by the federal government was a pre- 
mium tax. This was eliminated in the 
1921 revenue act. The states, however 
have not followed this example. In 
special state taxes, $67,731,570 was paid. 
This does not include the cost of col- 
lection nor special county and municipal 
insurance taxes. The United States 
Chamber emphasizes the fact that these 
special taxes are paid by policyholders 
ultimately. 

Told in Concrete Form 


The known amount alone would pay 
an annual premium for more than 
$4,000,000 ordinary life insurance poli- 
cies issued at age 25, for $1,000 each, 
or would have bought fire insurance 
coverage for one year on $7,500,000,000 
worth of property at an average rate 
of 89 cents per $100. From 1923 the 
rise was $6,726,030 while in the subse- 
quent year the increase was $7,989,742, 
thus bringing the total to a level never 
previously exceeded. 

Most States Show Increase 


The United States Chamber calls at- 
tention to the fact that this is not due 
to the mistaken policy of merely a few 
states. On the contrary 43 out of the 
18 states submitting data ‘for 1924 
showed increases. In some states the 
local chambers of commerce and trade 
organizations took steps to resist the 
increasing tax. This was particularly 
true in West Virginia.

Less Than 4% for Policyholders 

A tax equal to one-tenth of 1 percent 
of the premiums collected last year by 
all types of companies would have paid 
the expenses of operating all our state 
insurance departments and still have left 
a surplus of nearly $1,000,000. Premium 
taxes alone, exclusive of the other types 
of special imposts, were not infrequently 
20 or 25 times as large. As a result, it 
is not surprising to find throughout the 
entire nation over 25 times as much was 
eollected from policyholders as the states 
actually spent in providing service for 
them. To express it in another way, out 
of every dollar paid by the policyholder 
in special taxes, 3.82 cents was expended 
in his behalf. The balance went for 
other state purposes with which the pol- 
icyholder was no more directly concerned 
than any other citizen. 

As time goes on, the tendency to 
make special insurance taxes a source 
of general revenue becomes more preva- 
lent. We find in 1924, in spite of a gen- 
eral increase in the volume of special 
insurance taxes, 33 of the 48 jurisdic- 
tions for which data are available showed 
decreases in the percentage of moneys 
spent for service to policyholders. For 
the country as a whole, the proportions 
have been growing less and less since 
1915. The following percentages based 
on data from 47 states and the District 
of Columbia are evidence of this ten- 
dency,

DUMONT IS SPEAKER 


OPENS KANSAS CITY SCHOOL 





Nebraska Commissioner Tells Some- 
thing of the History and Principles 
of Fire Insurance 





KANSAS CITY, Jan. 13.—Commis- 
sioner John R. Dumont of Nebraska 
was the opening speaker before the fire 
insurance school of the agents’ associa- 
tion, which began a ten weeks’ session 
here Jan. 12. He presented an hour’s 
talk on “The History and Principles of 
Fire Insurance.” In the course of his 
review of the history of the business 
and the legislation that has been passed 
in such profusion, Mr. Dumont indulged 
in some direct and caustic comments. 
Among other things he said: 

“Fire insurance creates nothing of 
value. It is merely a distributor of 
seeds which spring into new dwellings, 
schoolhouses, churches, factories and 
office buildings after the fire has made 
its heap of ashes. The sad part of it 
is that we all know that most of these 
newly built structures will also be 
smoldering heaps of ashes at some time 
in the future. Fire insurance merely 
collects a small levy in order to hold it 
in trust until needed to sow seeds on 
another ash heap. It is merely a tax- 
gatherer ready to make good whenever 
a value vacuum occurs.” 


Agents Inspire Confidence 


“IT believe that the confidence shown 
by the public in fire insurance is inspired 
by the fact that most of it is sold 
through an agent well known to the 
assured, and that through public con- 
trol proper requirements, deposits and 
periodical examinations are assured. 
I wonder how many agents realize 
that they are virtually carrying around 
blank checks of their companies and 
that the company has no way of defend- 
ing itself for some time after it has been 
committed for many thousands of dol- 
lars. Each agent should recognize his 
responsibility in this respect and never 
bind a questionable risk.” 


Question of Commission 


“Paying on a different scale of com- 
missions is an unfair practice. This is 
a very debatable subject, and one which 
I believe will be worked out eventually, 
and in, fact, has been worked out in 
some territories already by a flat com- 
mission system. It is unfortunate that 
the division of risks leads to different 
scales, and this usually proves a hard- 
ship to the company paying the smaller 
commission.” 

“T am frank to say that I believe 
the companies must be handling their 
claims very satisfactorily as we have 
very few complaints in the department 
compared to the vast amount of insur- 
ance in force, and I think you will find 
there is comparatively little litigation 
against the fire companies.” 


Gets Return for Premium 


“It is a mistake for a policyholder to 
assume that because he does not have a 
fire loss he gets no return for his premi- 
um. The companies are continually 
issuing pamphlets and circulars and 
sending lecturers to the schools of the 
country carrying on the campaign of fire 
prevention to save life, limb and 
property.” 

“It is a short sighted policy for a 
state to prohibit companies combining to 
make rates because no independent com- 
pany could afford to gather the data 
to make up its rates and must rely upon 
the combined experience of all compa- 
nies. If the same schedule were applied 
and enforced in all states, then all policy- 
holders would be treated fairly and the 
smaller policyholder would not be paying 
a greater proportion of tax than the 
large policyholder, which is now the 
case in many states that have some of 
these foolish laws.”

OPPOSITION TO BUREAU 
LOCAL AGENTS CLUB PROTESTS 


Express Dissatisfaction with Establish- 
ment of Cook County Loss Adjust- 
ment Bureau in Letter 


Some dissatisfaction with the Cook 
County Loss Adjustment Bureau which 
commenced operations on January 4 is 
being expressed, although the companies 
intend to stand back of the organization 
and to have it handle the Cook county 
losses. The London & Lancashire has 
sent out a letter instructing its agents 
to report all of their losses direct to the 
company. This is the only company 
that has taken an open stand against the 
bureau, although it is known that some 
companies are rather disinclined to send 
their small losses through the bureau. 
In fact, the chief objection to the bureau 
seems to be over the small claims. It 
is argued by some that while it is proper 
to have the bureau function on the 
larger losses, the agents might more 
profitably and quickly handle the minor 
claims, particularly those amounting to 
less than $500. 

Companies Want Bureau Used 


The Cook County Loss Adjustment 
Bureau has not up to date employed any 
adjusters of its own, but instead has 
merely assigned to the various adjusters 
in Chicago the losses that have been 
cent to it. The Western Union and 
Western Bureau have adopted manda- 
tory legislation to the effect that their 
companies’ agents shall report all of 
their Cook county losses to the Cook 
County Loss Adjustment Bureau, so 
that while there may be some deflec- 
tions and irregularities at this time it is 
the belief that the bureau will before 
long be functioning as was originally 
intended, and that all losses will be re- 
ported to it.

SOLICITOR RULE IS CHANGED 


Minneapolis Board Adopts Proposed 
Modifications at Its Annual 
Meeting This Week

| limited to 6624 percent of the so-called 
Union scale of graded commissions. The 
association deferred action on dues until 
a future meeting.

MORE COOPERATION IS SEEN 


While the past year was a notable one 
in fire underwriting circles, it will be 
chiefly recalled for the spirit of coopera- 
tion displayed by company executives in 
| their dealings one with another. The old 
order of selfishness and the seeking of 
individual office advancement, regardless 
of the effect such policy had upon the 
business as a whole, was replaced by a rec- 
ognition of the rights of the other fellow 
and a willingness to get his viewpoint. In 
short, competition was made secondary to 
cooperation. While the ultimate goal has 
not yet been attained, it is undeniably true 
that a far more tolerant spirit obtains in 
ithe realm of fire insurance today than 
existed 12 months ago. By the same token 
it is safe to predict that even greater 
progress along the same line will be re- 
corded in 1926. What could be accom- 
plished for the betterment of the business 
as a whole, as well as for the individual 
companies, was strikingly shown through 
the adoption of a sane and justifiable com- 
mission arrangement for West Virginia 
and the subsequent extension of the same 
idea to a number of states in the south. 

Heartened by these results the execu- 
tive committee of the National Board es- 
sayed the difficult task of regulating loss 
adjustments throughout the country. 
While it is yet too early to foreshadow 
the result, at least a beginning has been 
made toward reformation in a direction 
that a few years ago was held to be hope- 
|less. Even yet some underwriters are 
skeptical and are waiting to be shown. 
Advocates of the proposition are confi- 
dent that, properly supported, they will

SOME SPRINKLERED LOSSES 


There have been three or four rather 
heavy losses on sprinklered buildings re- 
cently. The Upson Nut Company at 
Cleveland sustained a 20 per cent loss 
on its regular insurance and 10 per cent 
on use and occupancy. ‘the cause ol 
this fire was the fracture of a pipe carry- 
ing the oil to heat the building. ‘The 
oil spurted out over some hot nuts that 
were in the frame structure. The sprink- 
ler heads opened and the water carried 
the burning oil over the floor. There 
happened to be considerable new ma- 
chinery in this section of the plant that 
was to have been removed to the brick 
part. The loss was largely due to dam- 
age to this machinery. 

There was an 80 per cent loss on the 
Conway Co. building and contents in 
Milwaukee, a veneer concern. It manu- 
factured doors, tool chests, etc., all 
highly combustible. The fire caused a 
very heavy loss to the main building and 
contents, and did considerable damage to

The proposed amendment upon which 
a fight is expected is the one which pro- 
yides that dues for class 2 members shall 
be $10 annually, the dues being payable 
March 1 of each year. Until now class » 
members have not paid dues. 

Regarding this proposed change, the 
Chicago Board circular states: “It is ex- 
pected that this charge will be very 
beneficial in reducing the number otf 
class 2 agents, which is rapidly growing 
to a very unwieldy total. However, even 
with reductions, there will probably be 
2,500 agents. This will mean a revenue 
of $25,000, and it is the purpose of the 
management and the executive commit- 
tee is on record to the effect that they 
will reduce the assessment to the com- 
panies to an amount at least equal to 
the sum derived from class 2 dues. In 
other words, this charge in our opinion 
will have two beneficial results: the re 
duction of the number of agents and 
consequently a better class, and second, 
a reduction of the assessment levied 
upon the companies’ premiums.” 

Company members who are in Class 1 
will unquestionably fight this amend- 
ment, feeling that it is unjust to tax 
class 2 members, who are without a voice 
in the conduct of the affairs of the board 
It is pointed out by those opposing the 
amendment that the individual agency 
members of the board as a rule are not 
vitally interested in class 2 agency plants, 
but these same members outnumber the 
company members and can consequently 
outvote them on any question that arises. 
The company members fear that the 
amendment may pass because they will 
not be able to muster a sufficient num- 
ber of votes to defeat it. The company 
members feel that the class 2 agency 
plants are their own property, have been 


developed by them, and legislation gov- | 


erning them should not be made by the 
class 1 agents who do not have class 2 
plants under their supervision and hence

are not directly interested in what legis- 


lation is passed relating to class 2 mem- 
bers. 

It is also proposed to enact a new rule 
which will tighten the regulations re- 
garding the giving out of the makeup of 
rates. Under the present system any 
board member can call for and get the 
makeup of the rate of any risk. It is 
now planned to eliminate this free-for- 
all arrangement and to have the assured 
file with the board a letter naming 
someone as the broker of record. The 
assured may designate a particular in- 
dividual or may name several brokers, 
to any of whom may be given the rate 
makeup upon application. To all others, 
however, the rate makeup -will be denied 
unless the broker or agent applying for 
it is able to secure a letter from 
assured designating him as _ the 
broker of record,

West Virginia Losses Heavy 


CHARLESTON, W. VA., Jan. 12.—The 
fire loss was particularly heavy in West 
Virginia last month and State Fire Mar- 
shal C, L. Topping expects the records 
of his department when completed to 
show a total for the month far in excess 
of any former year. 

This sorry showing is all the more re- 
grettable because it follows very ma- 
terial reductions the first five months of 
the fiscal year. There was a decrease 
for these months, when compared with 
the corresponding period last year of 47 
percent, but this advantage is likely to 
be more than offset by the December 
figures. A big surprise of the Decem-

EXPOSURE CHARGE CUT OFF 


Fargo, N. D., Gets Material Reduction 
in Rates Through Action of General 
Inspection Bureau 


FARGO, N. D.- Jan. 13.—Elimination 
of the “exposure on Fargo 
property, eftective means that 
all property within 25 feet of another 
building will get a substantial reduc- 
tion in premiums. 

The Fargo Commercial Club dis- 
covered early last year that the “ex- 
posure charge” is not made in some 
communities nearby Fargo. Pointing 
out that Fargo has spent thousands of 
dollars in improving its tire fighting 
facilities and now has one of the best 
fire departments in this section, the club 
took the matter up with the General 
Inspection Bureau at Minneapolis. A 
letter received from Charles J. Lund of 
Minneapolis, manager of the 
bureau, says: 

“Though we have not found it possi- 
ble to reduce the basic dwelling rate, 
yet we have eliminated exposure charge 
from dwelling to dwelling within the 
corporate limits of Fargo. The elimina- 
tion of the exposure charge means a 
frame, shingle roof dwelling which up 
tc this time might have carried a rate 
of 80 cents per annum because of ex- 
posures within ten feet on each side can 
now be written at a flat rate of 40 cents 
per annum. In other words, a dwelling 
may be detached 25 feet or more on all 
sides or exposed within 10 feet on two 
sides and the rate will be the same. 

“We are not extending this privilege 
to the other portions of the state just 
now and cannot do so until we give the 
matter the most careful consideration be-

BARS COMMISSION SPLITTING 


Texas Appellate Court Upholds Order 
of Commissioner Scott Pro- 
hibiting That Practice 


AUSTIN, TEX., Jan. 13.—Texas laws 
absolutely forbid splitting of insurance 
agents’ commissions with outside agents 
or brokers on policies written in this 
state, the third court of civil appeals 
sitting at Austin held last week. The 
decision upholds in its entirety the order 
made by John M. Scott, when commis- 


sioner, warning all companies and 
agents that if they participated in a 
division of commissions on Texas pre- 
miums with outsiders their licenses 
would be revoked. Incidentally, the 
court held that the commissioner has 


that power. 

The district court at Fort Worth en- 
joined the enforcement of Mr. Scott’s 
order in the case of Scott vs. Smelker, 
et al., wherein seven Texas agents and 
five foreign companies joined in the in- 
junction proceedings, but the court oi 
appeals dissolves the injunction. They 
will now appeal to the supreme court ot 


Texas, and the case may be taken to the | 


United States Supreme Court. ; 

The opinion declares it is the plain 
intent of the legislature to prevent the 
payment of all or any part of premium- 
commissions collected on Texas risks 
with non-resident agents and brokers. 
It is held unequivocally that the statutes 
require the writing of Texas insurance 
by Texas agents so as to protect these 
agents in their business in Texas and 
also to protect the state of Texas in 
the collection of the gross premium 
taxes.

REPORT ON AUTOMOBILE LOCK 
Underwriters’ Laboratories Tells About 


the Work It Has Accomplished in

Car Numbering System 

“While on the subject of car thefts. 
it is worthy mention that several 
inquiries have been received from inven 
tors of car numbering systems intended 
to render the changing of numbers on 
engines and bodies without detection so 
difficult that the use of the system will 
materially reduce thefts. A system of 
this type was listed last vear and has 
recently been adopted by one of the 
prominent car manufacturers. Prelim 
inary tests on a new system have just 
been completed. 

“Automobiles are examined to deter- 
mine whether or not the inherent fire 


of 
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hazards due to the electrical, fuel, and 
exhaust systems have been safeguarded 
as much as practicable. The depart- 
ment handles this work by sending an 
engineer to the automobile factory 
where cars in process of assembly can 
be inspected readily and where confer- 
ences with the engineering departments 
of the manufacturers can be held. This 
work is supplemented by tests at the 
Laboratories of such units as electrical 
equipment, gasoline tank, carburetor, 
muffler, etc. There are now 49 stand- 
ard makes of cars listed under re-exam- 
ination service. This service is recog- 
nized by insurance companies in a rate 
reduction. The whole-hearted cooper- 
ation of the automotive industry is 
shown by prompt requests for factory 
inspection of new models of cars and 
for information as to the suitability of 
various accessories.” 


INSURED NOT SOLE OWNER 


The Court Held Statement in Policy 
Amounted to Declaration That Au- 
tomobile Company Had Interest 


A policy against theft of an automo- 
bile provided that insurer should not be 
liable if the interest of insured was other 
than sole ownership or became subject 
to a lien, except as stated in warranty 3 
‘or otherwise endorsed hereon.” Under 
the warranties was the statement: “The 
automobile described is fully paid for by 
the assured and is not mortgaged or 
otherwise encumbered except as fol- 
lows.” This was followed by a blank 
space, no exception having been written 
in. The policy stated the name of as- 
sured to be “Simpionbato (plaintiff) and 
Willys Overland Company, as their in- 
terests might appear” and the back of 
the policy read, “Assured, Sam Simpion- 
bato, et al.” The car had been sold to 
plaintiff by Willys company under a 
conditional sale contract. Held that the 
title of the policy and the recital that 
the assured was the plaintiff and the 
Willys Company “as their interests may 
appear” amounted to a declaration that 
insured was not the sole owner. The 
clause to the effect that the automobile 
was not mortgaged ‘ ‘except as follows” 
was not a declaration of fact by assured, 
as its appearance in the policy and the 
blank space following, indicated that it 
was in the form of a question, and as 
no answer was made, it could be disre- 
garded by jury. Simpionbato vs. Royal, 
superior judicial court, Mass. Decided 
Nov. 24.

IT MAY BE DEFEATED 
WON'T EXEMPT FIRE MUTUALS 


Senate Refuses to Accept Provision 
Included by Lower House in Federal 
Tax Measure 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The Sen- 
ate finance committee has refused to 
agree to the action of the House in 
exempting farmers and other mutual 
hail, cyclone, casualty or fire insurance 
companies, whose income is held for the 
purpose of paying losses or expenses, 


entirely from tax in the new revenue 
bill. 

In considering Section 231 of the 
measure, the committee voted to ex- 
tend the exemption to mutual hail, 


cyclone, and casualty companies, as pro- 
vided by the House, but to return mu- 
tual fire companies to Section 10, where 
all such companies are under the present 
law. 

This action, if adopted by Congress, 
means that farmers and other mutual 
fire companies will be exempt from tax 
only to the extent to which they are 
now exempt—that is, only if 85 percent 
or more of the income consists of 
amounts collected from members for the 
sole purpose of meeting losses and ex- 
penses.

Powerful Searchlight 
to Pierce Skies from 


NATIONAL 


North America’s Home | 


EARLY a third of a billion candle- 

power, 325,000,000 in round num- 
bers, will be sent into the heavens by 
giant 36-inch searchlight which is 
being installed on the top of the new 
building of the North America in Phil- 
adelphia. So powerful is the light that 
it will be visible for manv miles; such 
searchlights have a consistent visibility 
of 25 miles, and on occasions can be secn 
for 50, 75 and even 100 miles. The light 
is the largest which has been sold in the 
east for advertising purposes. 

The beam of the searchlight, which 
was secured through the Western Elec- 
tric Company, will be elevated slightly 
above the horizontal. It will be rotated 
continuously by means of special mech- 
anism contained in the base. The net 
weight of the searchlight itself is 2000 
pounds, and the weight of the rheostat 
450 pounds. It is known as a 26-inch 
searchlight, this dimension applying to 
the diameter of the mirror, which is of 
parabolic silvered glass, with its surface 
very accurately ground to parabolic 
form so as to concentrate the light from 


the high intensity arc into a long, nar- 
row beam. 
Are Controlled Automatically 
The light is a fully automatic arc, 


maintained between the ends of two car- 
bon rods. By means of a thermostat, 
the crater of the positive carbon is held 
constantly at the focal point of the mir- 
ror so that the beam is always correct. 
The thermostat is operated by a tiny 
beam of light which is transmitted from 


the arc to the temperature-controlling 
device by means of a system of lenses 
and mirrors. By means of a relay the 
are voltage is held constant.

Today more than one-third of all in- 
jured employes who are compensated re- 
ceive less than two-thirds wages as a 
result of this $20 maximum, Bearing in 
mind that cost of living has risen as well 
as wages, it is apparent that the exist- 
ing limit today results for a large num- 
ber of wage earners in a lower degree 
of relief from the financial occa- 
sioned by accidents than was granted by 
the law when that limit was fixed. 

An increase of this limit would seem 
to be a necessary readjustment to the 
change in the economic condition of 
Wage earners since the $20 maximum 
Was established, so that prosperity may 
not paradoxically involve for many em- 
ployes a lowering of the proportion of 
relief in time of disability by accident 
afforded by the compensation law. Just 
how much the increase should be to make 
the proper adjustment is a matter of 
judgment. But an increase to at least 
$25 per week would certainly 
much.

Occupational Disenses 


As the law and court decisions now 
Stand, compensation can be awarded for 
many of the diseases of employes due 
to occupation.

It is 
manifestly unfair to penalize them to the 
extent of depriving them entirely of 
their claim for compensation if they fail 
to file a claim within one year. although 
the employer is in no way prejudiced 
by such failure.

Bank Business Good 


No complaint is recorded against bank 
burglary business. Assureds and_ in- 
surers seemingly are well satisfied with 
existing practices and rates. While the 
premium income of the class for 1925 
is reported to be about even with that 
in the preceding 12 months, it really rep- 
resents a gain, in that the average pre- 
mium has been reduced without any cor- 
responding reduction in liability. In 
other words, alarmed at the number of 
hank robberies, financial institutions 
have very materially improved the con- 
struction of their vaults and safes, gain- 
ing thereby the benefit of lower rates. 
They have also taken advantage of the 
heavy discounts allowed for alarm Sys- 
tems, and many of these have been in- 
stalled where previously they were not 
ised. This, of course, has meant a 
reduced hazard, and due credit has been 
granted in the rates. There is no sug- 
gestion of changes in bank policy forms 
for the new year.

Big: Increase in 1925 


Mr. Hudson has been in charge of the 
agency department since his connection 
with the corporation. The business 
through agencies in 1925 increased about 
$500,000, nearly the entire increase being 
in automobile and plate glass lines, where 


the stress was laid. The increase in 
compensation business was very small, 
this line constituting less than 10 per 


cent of the total. 

Net premiums written in miscellaneous 
casualty lines, including plate glass, in 
1924 were $707,417 and in 1925 $1,202,- 
768. The plate glass net premiums in 
1924 were $209,820 and in 1925 $299,871. 
Accident and health net ‘premiums 
showed a gain of about $3,000, the total 
in 1925 being $556,611. All these were 
of course results through the agency or- 
ganization.

CUTS OUT ONE CLASS 


DISCONTINUES WATER RISKS 


United States Fidelity & Guaranty Quits 
Field Because of Exceedingly Lim- 
ited Demand 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Dissatisfied 
with its experience in writing water 
damage insurance, the United States Fi- 
delity & Guaranty ceased accepting the 
business as of Jan. 1. The demand for 
this form of indemnity is exceedingly 
limited thus far, nor are the prospects 
for its development particularly encour- 
aging. In the local field the companies 
writing the line are restricted to the 
Aetna, Home and the North British 
groups, while elsewhere the Maryland 
Casualty also seeks it. 

Practice in Underwriting 


Under the practice of the business a 
two year water policy may be written 
for 1% annual premiums, a three year 
policy for 2% annual premiums, a four 
year policy for 314 annual premiums and 
a five year policy for four annual premi- 
ums. It is permissible to write a three 
year contract at three annual ~remiums 
less 10 percent, payable 50 percent the 
first year, 30 percent the second and 20 
percent the third year. The percentage 
payments under a five year policy, writ- 
ten for five annual premiums less 15 
percent are as follows: 30 percent pay- 
able the first year, 25 percent the sec- 


ond, 20 percent the third, 15 percent the 
fourth and 10 percent the fifth year. 
The minimum premium requirement 


ranges from $20 for a one year policy 
to $80 for a five year contract.

increasing the relief along these lines 
and extending the period during which 
compensation will be paid for the dis- 
ability arising in connection with the 
loss of a member of the body. 


Would Change Appeal Law 


The most objectionable feature of our 
workmen’s compensation law arises in 
connection with appeals that are taken 
almost entirely by employers and insur- 
ance carriers, the number of appeals 
taken by claimants being negligible. It 
is apparent that any measure that will 
reduce the number of appeals, or in 
any event cut down the time consumed 
by these appeals, will be productive of 
beneficial results. I repeat the sugges- 
tion in my last annual message that the 
law be amended so as to provide that a 
party in interest have the right to appeal 
from a decision of a referee either to 
the industrial board or to the appellate 
division, but not to both tribunals, as 
may be done under the present practice. 


Loss of Vision Decisions 


A recent decision of the appellate 
sion has completely overturned the prac- 
tice that prevailed since the workmen's 
compenastion law was enacted with ref- 
erence to the test to be applied in de- 
termining the percentage of loss of vi- 
sion, The result is that there is con- 
fusion and uncertainty as to just what 
element should be taken into considera- 
tion in determining the percentage of 
loss of vision. Moreover, the decision of 
the appellate division, if carried to its 
logical conclusion, will result in less 
compensation for eye injuries than 
intended when the schedule of 
weeks’ compensation for the of 
eye was enacted. 

To remedy this situation the legisla- 
ture should prescribe a standard method 
to be adopted in disposing of eye injuries 
or else confer power on the industrial 
board to do so and in conformity with 
such test should amend the law as 
to provide for adequate compensation to 
the victims of such accidents.

B, M. A. HAS CLUB CONVENTION 


F. J. Fleming of Okmulgee, Okla, 
Again Heads Producers of Kansas 
City Company 


KANSAS CITY, MO., Jan. 13.—The 
annual meeting of the 1,000 Club of the 
Business Men’s Assurance here last 
week reflected a rather striking gain in 
knowledge of insurance by the men in 
the field. Each of the business sessions, 
two a day, had given opportunity for 
questions and discussions, and one 
afternoon was devoted wholly to com- 
ments by the salesmen. Hardly a ques- 
tion was asked that did not meet prompt 
answer from several who had them- 
selves solved the problem from their 
thought and experience, and from the 


guidance of the company’s training 
course. The extent to which the men 
in the field are studying was further 


evidenced in the attention given a dis- 
play of sales material, literature, books, 
and magazines by Tue NATIONAL Unper- 
WRITER, adjacent to the meeting place. 


Parlette Strikes Keynote 


The keynote of the convention was 
struck by Ralph Parlette, writer and 
lecturer, with his phrase “Be Go-Givers,” 
offered as a substitute for the phrase 
heretofore so widely exploited, “Be Go- 
Getters.” This keynote was actually 
reflective of the spirit, because so large 
a part of the program and of the dis- 
cussions had to do rather with the ex- 
planation and extension of service, than 
of “getting the name on the dotted 
line.” Ted M. Simmons of the Pan- 
American Life made one of the most 


inspiring of the addresses, on “The 
Young Man’s Opportunity.” , 
At the banquet Thursday evening, 


where nearly 700 men and women were 
guests, including 50 of the leading busi- 
ness and professional men of Kansas 
City. The program was broadcast and 
many telegrams were read from insur- 
ance company officials of distant cities 
and from salesmen or policyholders who 
were listening in. Each of the officers 
and directors of the company was in- 
troduced, with remarks on his _ high 
standing in the business world. Presi- 
dent W. T. Grant acted as toastmaster. 


Fleming Again Club President 


The president of the 1,000 Club for 
1926 is again F. J. Fleming of Okmulgee, 
Okla. This is the eighth time that he 
has won the honor in ten years, yield- 
ing to H. S. McMillen one year when 


his large life production was _ not 
counted towards honors, and to Rex 
Parker last year, when illness in_ his 
family hampered peak efforts. Mr. 


Fleming produced $350,000 of life in- 
surance in 1925, and about an equal 
amount of credits in accident and health 
insurance. A large part of his life busi- 
ness, including one $50,000 and several 
$25,000 policies, was written for former 
policyholders. T. T. Wallace, vice presi- 
dent of the club, is only 22 years old. 
In his first two years with the company, 
1922 and 1923, he earned membership 
in the club while studying law in the 
University of Texas. He was third high 
man in 1924, and now second for 1925 
production. 

There were 284 men and women 
registered at the convention, against 176 
registered last year.

FAVORABLE ATTITUDE 





Former Governor of Pennsylvania 
Gives Some Observations on 
Public Relations 


SEES MUCH IMPROVEMENT 





Says That Both the Company Men and 
the Public Are Manifesting a 
Broader Spirit 





In “Human Relations,” the house or- 
gan of the Independence 
William C. Sproul, former governor of 
Pennsylvania and a director of the Inde- 
pendence Indemnity, about “In- 
surance and the Government.” Mr. 
Sproul said that he is that 
underwriting is a public business in a 
larger sense than applies to most other 
forms of activity. He declares that it is 
perfectly appropriate that a fair relation- 
ship should be enacted in the law, and 
supervised by proper authority. He 
finds, however, the volume of insurance 
laws enacted and bills introduced far ex- 
ceeds any recognizable need. In spite 
of all this, he feels that there is a real

improvement in the relations between 
state and insurance companies, due to 
three reasons: 


Attitude of Companies 


In the first place, there is a different 
attitude on the part of companies. Gov- 
ernor Sproul says that insurance execu- 
tives as a whole compare very favorably 
with those in any other line of business. 
There formerly was a disposition to re- 
gard their operations as an exclusive af- 
fair of their officials and stockholders. 
They were impatient at what they re- 
garded as unwarranted interference on 
part of the government. Mr. Sproul be- 
lieves that now they generally recognize 
that the state may have a perfectly prop- 
er interest in insurance matters which 
need not take the form of interference 
with legitimate company activities. 


Better Understanding by State 


In the second place, he sees that there 
is a better understanding by the state, 
due to the existence of a higher type of 
official. He declares that the one state 
official who is charged with a very great 
responsibility of exercising control over 
insurance should be a man of high type 
and special training. 

In the third place, Mr. Sproul finds a 
better understanding of insurance by the 
general public. Insurance in some form 
is part of a man’s thought. He insists 
that his interests must be safeguarded 
and he is unwilling that they be made 
the subject of political tinkering and wire 
pulling. Undoubtedly, said Mr. Sproul, 
there has been and still is considerable 
legislative activity of the wire pulling 
kind. Taxation, he said, is the favorite 
feld of operation for the legislator. 
However, as the public comes to realize 
that every unjust expense added to the 
necessary cost of underwriting must be- 
come a part of the premium rate and 
be borne by the policyholder, it will, he 
thinks, become increasingly difficult for 
such measures to be enacted into law. 

Should Tell the Story to People 


In conclusion Mr. Sproul said: 

“T feel that the companies may, with 
advantage to all concerned, make their 
story known to the public, from whom 
their support must come. Perhaps the 
general progress of the insurance busi- 
ness may be compared with that of rail- 
roading, which was at one time regarded 
by the railroad magnates as rather a 
Private business and later became the 
subject of widespread and destructive at- 
tacks in all parts of the country, but

WEST VIRGINIA. GAINS 


CASUALTY BUSINESS BETTER 


Increasing Importance Attached to Lia- 
bility Insurance and Necessity for 
Higher Limits 


CHARLESTON, W. VA., Jan. 13.— 
Casualty business is on the increase in 
southern West Virginia, according to 
Henry D. Litaker, manager _bond- 
ing and casualty department of Patter- 
son, Bell & Crane Co. 

“Last year showed a substantial in- 
crease over 1924 in practically all lines,” 
he said. “New lines introduced have 
met with very favorable consideration 
by the insuring public. Very few per- 
sons who have once purchased protec- 
tion cease to carry it. They may change 
from one agency to another or from one 
company to another, but in the main 
they do not drop the coverage after 
once having taken it; consequently, 
new risks arise, it is almost a certain 
sign that additional business will be 
written.

Losses are About Normal 


“Casualty losses throughout this ter- 
ritory could be said to be normal. That 
is, while the losses are considerable, still 
they do not reflect adversely on 
West Virginia as the fire insurance 
losses are reported to do. The loss 
ratios of some of the companies writing 
special lines, such as machinery break- 
down, have been materially lessened by 
increasing the frequency and efficiency 
of inspection service. One company in 
particular, which had a very adverse 
loss ratio two years ago, has in this 
manner gotten its writings on a basis 
| which now reflects a small profit. It 
would no doubt be an advantage if in- 
spection could be extended to more 
lines of casualty underwriting.

Higher Liability Limits 


“It is significant to note that very 
few liability policies are written any 
| more at the basic limits. Probably not 
more than one out of ten automobile 
liability policies are written at the 
$5,000/$10,000 limits. Most responsible 
agencies write these low limit policies 
only under strong objections, and prob- 
ably no agency quotes on less than 
$10,000/$20,000 limits when making a 
tentative premium quotation. Some 
agencies stress limits of $25,000/$25,000, 
and are very successful in having their 
customers carry limits of this size. The 
relation between the additional cost and 
the additional protection is such that 
there can hardly be any question of 
choice. The public, if it has not already 
done so, is rapidly coming to the knowl- 
edge that it is more logical to purchase 
complete indemnity than a smail pro- 
portion which leaves’ an excess to be 
met, in case of serious loss, by the 
assured himself. 





Importance Being Recognized 


insurance is probably 
recognized by all as being most valu- 
lable of any casualty lines. In_ this 
time when we have verdicts for wrong- 
ful injuries running into many thou- 
sands of dollars, the owner of property 
usually sees this as his most serious 
opening to loss. If he has an engine or 
a boiler or an automobile and loses any 
one of them in an accident he has only 
lost the value of the article, and his 
other resources are not impaired; but if 
one or more persons are injured or 
killed by reason of his accident, it is a 
different matter entirely. Plate glass 
insurance, engine breakage, burglary, 
automobile property damage and colli- 
sion and the many various other forms 
of casualty insurance are necessary pro- 
tection, and are in demand: but the peo- 
ple of this section, and rightly, recog- 
nize their lability to the public for 
| wrongful injuries to be their greatest 
| casualty hazard.”

1925 INSOLVENCIES SHOWN 





Record From R. G. Dun & Co. Reports 
States 21,214 As the Number of 
Concerns Involved 


Credit insurance companies are inter- 
ested in the report compiled from the 
records of R. G. Dun & Co., 
that insolvencies during 1925 in 
United States numbered 21,214, 
total liabilities of $443,744,272. These 
figures contrasted with 20,615 mercan- 
tile defaults in 1924, with liabilities of 
$543,225,449. 

Only in 1922 and 1915, the latter the 
year following the outbreak of the World 
War, was the number of defaults re- 
ported in the United States during a sin- 
gle year in excess of that shown during 
the year just closed. Total liabilities 
in 1925, however, were smaller than in 
any year since 1920. For 1921, the rec- 
ord year as to indebtedness, the amount 
reported was $627,401,883. These figures 
include only mercantile business con- 
cerns, banking defaults being reported 
separately.

Are Less 


The number of commercial failures in 
1925 was 2.9 per cent larger than in the 
preceding year, but liabilities were 16.3 
per cent less. The ratio of defaults to 
the number of concerns in business in 
the year just closed was 1.05 per cent, 
compared with 1.01 per cent in 1924. 

In the preceding five years there was 
only one year in which the ratio ex- 
ceeded that of last year. This was in 
1922, when it reached 1.19 per cent. For 
the last half century business defaults 
have been in excess of 1 per cent in 
more mercantile defaults in 1925 than 
in 1924. The increase was relatively 


| greater in the New England states than

in any other section, the ratio of in- 
crease there being 22 per cent.

REMARKABLE WORK IS DONE 


Universal Portland Cement Company 
Lost No Time in December 
Because of Accidents 





All safety records during its quarter 
of a century’s history were broken last 
year by the Universal Portland Cement 
Company, according to the statement 
of B. F. Affleck, president of the com- 
pany. “While production was greatly 
increased in the last 25 years, the acci- 
dent rate has steadily declined until last 


year it was only a fraction of 1 percent 
in relation to the total number of per- 
sons employed,” he reported. “In our 


plant at Duluth, for example, the whole 
year passed without an hour’s time lost 
on account of accidents. Our plants in 
other cities produced similarly good 
results. 

“In December just finished a 100 per- 
cent safety record was achieved at all 
our plants, no time being lost anywhere 


because of accidents. The significance 
of this record is revealed when one re- 
calls that thousands of men are em- 


ployed day and night operating burning, 
crushing and grinding machinery, eleva- 
tors, conveyors, cranes, packing ma- 
chines and electrical apparatus required 
in making some 60,000,000 sacks oi 
cement a vear.” 
Two Factors Responsible 

Two factors were named by Mr 

Affleck as being chiefly responsible for 


the results secured. “Modern mechani- 
cal safeguards to protect workers in 
hazardous circumstances are installed 
wherever needed,” he said. “This nat- 


urally tends to reduce risks to employes 


who may be careless. But no machine 
can be 100 percent guarded. There 
always must exist personal responsi- 
bility on the part of the worker. We 
find, therefore, that the most effective- 
means to secure safety is to talk safety, 
to teach it, and to educate employes 
always to think of it. Hence there are 
safety meetings conducted in various 
languages; there is literature distributed 
that features safety; there are printed 
placards urging workers to be careful; 
there are prizes for mills and groups 
which make the best records. Through 
these means there is developed indi- 
vidual caution and a sense of pride 
preventing accidents that have done 
much to make industry safe.”

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CALIFORNIA GROWTH SHOWN 


Rating Bureau Gives Figures on Ex- 
perience Rating—Chowen 
Reelected Manager 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 13.—Walter 
\. Chowen has been reelected manager 
of the California Inspection Rating Bu- 
reau for the tenth consecutive year. In 
the ten vears, according to his report 
submitted at the annual meeting here, 
compensation business has grown from 
practically nothing to more than $20,- 
000,000 in premiums. The growth of ex- 
perience rating is also shown in the re- 


port. In this regard the report says: 

“We have examined approximately 
7,500 risks for experience rating pur- 
poses. The National Council plan has 


been in effect approximately 14 months 
and apparently has worked out 
factorily. We have completed a test 
covering 5,600 risks (ten months’ busi- 
ness) which indicates a net premium re 
duction percent. This was pro 
duced by credit excess of $1,168,508 on 
a subject premium within the experience 
period of $34,882,131. Thirty-two per- 
cent of the published rates resulted in 
debits, the largest debit being 152 per- 
cent; the largest credit 47 percent. The 
largest individual risk showed a premium

for the experience period of $559,000. 
About 50 risks were rated involving de- 
ductible average experience and 162 


political sub-divisions (cities, towns and 
counties) were rated. Approximately

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—The usually 
high hazard under jewelers’ block 
policies is reflected by the recent action 
of the Jewelers Safety Fund Society in 
amending its by-laws to provide for 
calling upon all members or policy- 
holders for an additional deposit of 1 
percent of their outstanding insurance 
on Dec. 15 and the same ratio on sub- 
sequent increases or decreases. The 
money so collected will be used to set 
up a guarantee fund and to allow the 
society to extend its policy coverage or 
to meet extreme losses on cancellation 
or pro rata on reduction of the amount 
of insurance in force. The by-laws pro- 
vide that this extra assessment must be 
paid by Jan. 31. The society has also 
arranged for reinsurance to limit its net 
loss on any one risk, the general re- 
port being that the arrangement will be 
made with London Lloyds. 

In 1925 the society paid no dividend 
to policyholders, although heretofore, 
limiting its policies to cover on goods 
in the hands of salesmen, it has re- 
turned to members a considerable per- 
centage of the premium. Instead it is 
now asking an additional deposit.

Foiling the “Smash and Run” Burglar 


burglarious attack 
which has resulted in substantial losses 
is the “smash and run” burglary. Two 
constructions designed to frustrate such 
attacks have been favorably reported 
upon. One consists of a steel cabinet 
surrounded by central station alarm pro- 
tection. This combination, by furnishing 
a physical barrier to the burglars until 
guards arrive from the central office to 
which an alarm is automatically trans- 
mitted at the beginning of the attack, 
affords a measure of security for furs, 
silks and other valuable merchandise not 
heretofore attainable with only alarm 
protection on a store. The other device 
mentioned is a combination automatic 
show-window shutter and gong alarm 
designed to protect show window dis- 
plays. This device utilizes steel wires 
across the show window to trip mechani- 
cally a folding steel curtain and start an 
outside alarm if a brick or ash can is 
thrown through the window. This devel- 
opment will probably be of greatest in- 
terest to jewels as a substitute for iron 
shutters and gratings which many times 
detract from the display. 

A request was received from the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty & Surety 
Underwriters that we undertake to 
classify vault walls as to burglary re- 
sistance. A preliminary conference of 
manufacturers of materials, vault engi- 
neers, and insurance representatives was 
held in June to consider the

scope of 


the problem and how it might best be 
solved. It was decided to make a sur- 
vey and analysis of all available data, 
such a survey to be financed by contri- 
butions from the industry most con- 
cerned with vault-wall = classification. 
The subscription list to a fund making 


this work possible is still open. 
Another important problem engaging 

the attention of the staff is that of test- 

ing burglary resisting safes and vault 
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doors. Some’ tests have been made of 
eonstructions designed to be burglary 
resistant, and requests have been re- 
ceived from both insurance companies 
and industry for a standard covering 
such constructions. Considerable time 
has been devoted to the subject but 


progress has been slow in view of dif- 
ferences of opinion as to what consti- 
tutes burglarious conditions. Testing 
conditions are now being developed 
which, it is believed, will serve as a 
pasis for real progress in this important 
class of burglary protection devices. 


Insurance Saves Iowa Bank 
DES MOINES, Jan. 12.—Insurance has 
been the salvation of banks in Iowa that 


were victims of bandits. After a com- 
plete check of the funds in the State 
Bank at Dows, the amount of cash stolen 
in the robbery a few days ago was found 
to be $10,636. They also secured about 
$48,000 in Liberty Bonds, only a few of 
which were registered. They also car- 
ried away the note pouch. 

The bank will suffer no financial 
on account of the robbery, as it was fully 
protected by insurance, covering not 
only the actual but any 
trouble that might arise on account of 
the missing notes. It was also insured 
against explosion to the amount of 
$9,000 on the building and 
which is ample to pay any damage 
safe or interior of the building.

Howard Abrahams States Some Rea- 
sons for Increased Claims Due to 
Failures of Banks 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13. Howard 
Abrahams, vice-president of the National 
Surety, states that depository bond 
losses of surety companies in the country 


were 25 percent higher in 1925 than in | 


1924. Mr. Abrahams estimates bank 


failures in 1925 at about 600 with total | 


liabilities of $225,000,000. 
of these failures were in the west, 
middle-west and south, in agricultural 
sections where loans were not diversi- 
fed. Mr. Abrahams states that the 
chief cause was “frozen credit,” but dis- 
honesty and incompetence were partly 
responsible. Too many banks and un- 
wholesome competition were to blame 
for some of the trouble. 

The experience in Iowa was worse 
than necessary because underwriters had 
relied on a previous decision of the su- 
preme court of that state to the effect 
that public funds in state banks were 
entitled to preference in the distribution

Subrogation. Right of Surety Paying 
Loss of State Bank Deposits to Be Sub- 
rogated to Preferred Statu -Plaintiff 
Was surety to the state for a bank in 
which state funds were deposited. The 
bank failed. The surety company paid 
the state, which, by its treasurer, as- 
Signed the account to the plaintiff. 
Claiming that the state was a preferred 
creditor, and that it was subrogated to 
that status, this action was brought to 
enforce that preference. 

Held that no preference could be had. 
Such a preference arises only when the 
necessity for it occurs and the state was 
amply secured. The court did not decide 
that the common law rule that debts of 
the state are preferred to debts of the 
Citizen, because it is necessary to public 
Welfare to secure the public revenue, was 
applicable to state bank deposits when 
the bank becomes insolvent, but held 
that even if it were so applicable, such 
a preference was not subject to the 
doctrine of subrogation in favor of one 
Who pays the state.

HOLD STATE FUND MUST PAY 


Nebraska Supreme Court Says Surety

supreme court, for $11,000 and interest 
for three years, against the state bank 
deposit guaranty fund, after having been 
denied recovery by the district court. 
The law formerly forbade the deposit 
of county funds in state banks in ex- 
cess of 50 per cent of the capital and 
surplus. Until the guaranty law was 
passed, the practice was for the banks 
to give depository bonds. After that 
law was adopted the attorney general 
ruled that such bonds need no longer 
be given. It was supposed, however, 
that the fund was liable only for the 
amount limited by law, and as 
necessary to deposit more than 
the legal limit, banks were required to 
give surety bonds for the excess. 
County Treasurer Schmidt of Scotts- 
bluff county had $45,000 of public funds 
in two state banks that collapsed during 
deflation. This was considerably in ex- 
cess of the legal limit, and he demanded 
payment of the National Surety, signer 
of the bank bonds. It paid, and asked 
for and got from him an assignment 
of the amount paid, $11,000. Then it 
sued the guaranty fund for repayment. 
While the case was pending the su-

preme court, in another action, ruled 
that the passage of the guaranty law 
repealed by implication the old legal 


limitation, and that the fund was liable 
for all public funds, just as it was for 
all private funds in failed banks. The 
receiver contended, however, that as the 
surety company had exacted a premium 
it could not recover, as it had been paid 
for the risk taken. The supreme court 
says that it makes no difference whether 
there was a premium or not, and that 
the assignment, being of the county’s 
right to recover from the guaranty fund, 
was as valid in the surety company’s 
hands as in those of anybody else.

Canadian Forms Changed

Jurisdiction of Compensation Commis- 
sion Where Employment Is Partly Mari- 
time—Petitioner’s employment was of a 
mixed maritime and non-maritime na- 
ture. Part of his duties were in a lum- 
ber mill and part consisted in operating 
a launch and breaking up of log rafts in 
navigable waters. Petitioner’s injuries 
occurred while engaged in the latter part 
of his employment. Held that if the 
question of “contract” as between peti- 
tioner and the lumber company might be 
said to enter into the correct determina- 
tion of the controversy, the contract in- 
cluded a matter of maritime nature and 
admiralty jurisdiction would prevail. Ii, 
for the purpose of determining jurisdic- 
tion, the relationship of employer and 
employe were left out of consideration, 
the injuries would then assume an as- 
pect comparable with a tort committed 
in navigable waters. In either event the 
industrial accident commission of Cali- 
fornia would not have jurisdiction. Be- 
zerle vs. Industrial Accident Commis- 
sion, district court of appeal, California.

Statute Construed in Relation to Ex- 
pectation of Increased Wages by Minor 
Claimant—Claimant, a press tender, lost 
two fingers when his hand caught in the 
gears of a press. He was 18 years of 
age and earned $18.70 a week. The in- 
dustrial board found that “under normal 
conditions claimant’s wages would be 
expected to increase” and awarded him 
compensation based on a salary of $25. 
Held that the question whether or not, 
under Sec. 14, Sub. 5 of the workmen’s 
compensation law, it is established that 
under normal conditions the wages of 
an injured minor, who has suffered a 
permanent partial disability, would be 
expected to increase, was for the board 
to determine under all the circumstances 
disclosed in the evidence. Nor was his 
expectation of receiving higher wages 
limited to the period covered by the ap- 
propriate schedule award for his perma- 
nent partial disability. Szmuda_ vs. 
Percy Kent Bag Co., N. Y. supreme 
court, app. div.

Whether, Upon Facts Stated, An 
Officer of Corporation Was An Em- 
ploye—Claimant owned practically the 
entire capital stock of appellant corpora- 
tion, was its president, fixed her own sal- 
ary, which was substantially the total 
earnings of the corporation, fixed her 
own hours of employment, prescribed 
her own duties, was responsible to no 
one. No one had the authority to dis- 
charge her or direct her. Held that she 
was not an employe within the meaning 
of the compensation act. While the 
mere fact that one is a stockholder or 
officer of a corporation does not preclude 
his being at the same time an employe, 
the workmen’s compensation act con- 
templates that an employe must have 
an employer and a person cannot employ 
himself to work for himself.
